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Establish Bureau 
To Give Aid on New 
— 


Beston, Sept. 15.—In spite of 
the exhaustive exposition of the 
compulsory automobile insurance 
law issued by Insurance Com- 
missioner Wesley E. Monk when 
the premium rates were an- 
nounced, certain aspects of the 
law are not properly understood 
by automobile owners. This is 
evident from the large numbcr 
of requests for additional infor- 
mation which have been pouring 
into dealers, insurance compa- 
nies and the various autormobiic 
associations during the last few 
days. 

Anticipating the situation that 
would develop from this revolu- 
tionary law, the sixty insurance 
companies licensed to write auto- 
motive liability insurance in the 
commonwealth have formed a Co- 
operative organization under the 
title of the Massachusetts Auto 
Rating and Accident Prevention 
Bureau. This organization, which 
occupies one whole floor at 80 
3road St., will be operated as a 
elearing house of information to 
assist automobile owners in com- 
plying with the law in the most 
expeditious manner. 

W. C. Constable of New York 
city, an expert of many years ex- 
perience in liability insurance, has 
been placed in charge of the 
bureau as secretary. Already valu- 
able services have been performed 
in handling requests for informa- 
tion on automotive insurance from 
all over the state. Mr. Constable, 
working in collaboration with Mr. 
Monk, Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
Frank E. Goodwin and Hosea Har- 
den, third deputy insurance com- 
missioner, performed valuable‘ 
service in perfecting the premuim 


schedule and is thus well equipped 


to take care of any kind of ques- 
tion. 


In speaking of the many com- 


plaints that are coming in, Mr. 
Constable said, ‘“‘There are two 
very important ideas that the 
bureau is trying to impress upon 
automobile owners at this “time. 
The first of these is that, wuder 


the new law, the automobile-own- 
fng public virtually has the power 
to make its own rates in the 
future. The liability insurance 


companiés will maintain a careful | 


tabulation of their claims experi- 


ences and a survey of statistics at 
the end of the first year will de- 
termine the trend of premium 
rates, 

“The other idea I would like to 
impress upon the public is with 


regard to the status of persons in- 
jured by motor vehicles after this 
law becomes operative. Under 
the new law there is no difference 
in the status of the injured person 
than under any liability insurance 
heretofore in vogue. As in the 
past, persons injured must prove 
that the driver of the vehicle is 
at fault in order to collect daim- 
ages.”

Oil Futures 

OME days ago the Oil Conservation Commission ap- 
pointed by President Coolidge handed in a report, the 
outstanding feature of which was a warning that our visible 
@etroleum supplies at the present rate of consumption would 
last only six years. Obviously, the warning was sounded to 
impress upon all of us the need for rigid conservation. We 
need the threat of approaching exhaustion. Every means 

of conservation should be employed to the utmost. 

But it must be remembered that the six-year limit 
placed upon present known supplies of crude oil, does not 
necessarily mean that the quantity now known to be avail- 
able is all that we may expect. To begin with, there probably 
will be further discoveries of oil-bearing lands and further 
successful drilling on lands already in bearing. So far the 
oil producers have managed to bring in enough productive 
wells each year to keep pace with the demand for motor fuel. 

‘Further, in reclaiming the crude oil from the ground, 
cur methods have always been wasteful. There have been 
left in-the ground greater quantities of oil than have been 
extracted. Methods are being developed to get at this oil 
which has been left behind. 

Greater economy in use is constantly being effected. 
Automobile engineers are doing their part by giving us more 
efficient engines. Oil companies are doing theirs by per- 
fecting methods of cracking the crude oil to get a great pro- 
portion of motor fuel from a given quantity of crude. There 
is real need for conservation in the use of oil where coal 
would do equally as well, under factory boilers, for instance. 

Taking it all in all, we need not fear an actual dearth 
of fuel, unless we wantonly waste our resources. It is up 


to us.

As chairman of the foreign trade 
committee of the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce, he 
has glimpsed the world markets 
of the business.
